MONTHLY HIGHLIGHTS REPORT 
Special Security Center 
January 1976 


1. On 7 January, two members of the SSC bricfed the Special 
Assistant to the new Director of Central Intelligence on several 
compartmented matters. 


2. A member of the SSC, on 21 January, briefed a special 
advisor to the Office of General Counsel who is currently employed 
by BRS 2nd. who was formerly associated with the Senate 
Select Committee. 


3. During January a new compartment in the B system was 
implemented. 


4. On 20 January, a member of the SSC briefed a Security 
Assistant, Department of Commerce on control, stamping, receipting, 
and nailing of compartmented materials. 


>. During an extended absence of the Security Officer/DDI, 
a member of the SSC has been performing the functions of that office. 


6. On 29 January, eleven secretaries of the NSC were bricfed 
by a inember of the SSC on the control, stamping, receipting, and mailing 
of compartmented materials. 


7. The Compartmented Information Branch, during January, deleted 
1319 names from the SPECLE computer and added 1331 names bringing the 
total number of names in SPECLE to 11093 on record at the end of January 
1976. There were 1500 cable actions and 46 briefings and debriefings 
conducted by CIB personnel. Twenty-nine (29) SPECLE computer hard-copy 
reports were supplied to various intelligence community customers during 
January. 


8. One hundred seventy-nine (179) CIA employees and 64 non-CIA 
persons were briefed on various compartmented programs. The largest 
non-CIA customer in January was the Executive Office of the President 
with 14 persons being introduced to several compartmented activities.
